1952  and  after  three  long  but  happy  years  our  dreams  became  a  reality — we  were 
Seniors!  That  which  had  once  seemed  in  the  hazy  future  and  beyond  our  grasp  had 
at  last  become  ours.  Then  came  1953  and  the  realization  that  our  four-mile  climb  was 
almost  completed  and  that  soon  we  would  be  leaving.  And  looking  over  the  past  years, 
we  begin  to  reminisce — to  wish  our  high  school  days  were  just  beginning  instead  of 
about  to  end. 

We  remember  our  first  glimpses  of  CHHS  as  freshmen — meager,  lowly  freshmen, 
bewildered  by  our  new  life.  How  grown  up  we  felt  as  we  proudly  explained  to  our 
friends  that  we  were  taking  Latin,  algebra,  and  science.  How  well  we  remember  Mr. 
Bill  Flowers  and  general  science.  After  a  while  the  upper-classmen  began  to  recognize 
us  and  we  felt  more  than  ever  a  pride  toward  our  new  school.  Jo  Ann  Jones  was  class 
president  and  Eddie  Mann  led  us  in  the  Student  Council  that  year. 

By  our  sophomore  year  we  possessed  complete  self-confidence.  We  had  been  pro- 
claimed one  of  the  best  classes  in  school  and  we  worked  hard  to  keep  the  honor.  The 
construction  of  our  new  school  was  finally  begun  and  we  all  had  to  put  up  with  the 
endless  racket  of  drills,  hammers,  and  machinery.  Biology  was  a  new  experience — 
bisecting  grasshoppers — what  fun !  We  began  more  and  more  to  participate  in  school 
affairs  and  to  try  our  hand  at  leadership.  We  were  already  excited  about  the  Junior- 
Senior  and  began  making  plans — none  of  which  materialized.  Under  the  leadership  of 
George  Cline,  class  president,  we  sponsored  two  very  successful  dances.  R.  B.  Fitch, 
Student  Council  President,  worked  long  and  hard  to  introduce  the  Honor  System 
into  CHHS. 

Then  we  became  Juniors — upperclassmen  at  last.  We  set  out  immediately  making 
plans  toward  our  Junior-Senior,  our  one  big  aim  since  we  had  been  freshmen.  Our 
enthusiastic  President,  Jimmy  Goodwin,  appointed  committees  and  soon  we  were  on 
our  way  with  big  ideas  and  a  treasury  full  of  money.  Magazine  subscriptions,  flowers, 
and  the  Leap  Year  Dance — our  Junior  year  was  full  of  work,  parties,  fun  and  activities. 
The  Honor  System  was  set  up  for  the  first  time  and  functioned  well  under  the  capable 
leadership  of  Charlie  Green,  Chief  Justice.  The  Student  Council  had  another  prosperous 
year  with  Don  Christopher  as  president.  Toward  the  middle  of  the  year  our  new 
school  was  finally  finished.  The  Junior-Senior  we  had  looked  forward  to  for  such  a 
long  time  finally  came.  Our  theme  was  "Gay  Paris"  and  the  dance  was  acclaimed  a 
success  by  everyone.  Then  came  graduation  and  we  were  faced  with  the  realization 
that  another  class  had  left  and  now  we  were  the  Seniors. 

Finally  the  long  awaited  day  arrived — our  first  day  as  Seniors.  How  mighty  and 
proud  we  felt  as  we  walked  down  the  halls.  But  with  our  new  Seniority  came  respon- 
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sibility.  We  were  on  the  paper,  annual.  Student  Council;  leaders  in  clubs  and  found 
they  all  took  a  lot  of  time  and  patience.  The  work  came  faster  than  ever,  and  the  time 
flew.  We  were  in  the  midst  of  calling  cards  and  invitations.  Then  our  rings  arrived, 
and  we  became  real  Seniors  at  last.
